Large 
selling orders from Paris and South German 
markets still further increased the fears 
For Paris account: enormous amounts 
of Italian and Hungarian rentes, Russian 
bank notes and Gotthard shares were thrown 
on the Berlin market, which took them with 
marvellous strength, but naturally under 
heavy depressions for all values. Quite another 
picture was presented Friday. A peacable so- 
lution gained some probability anda strong 
decouvert which had formed caused 
heavy purchases as well as an exact 
course of „ultimo.“ Saturdny the 
London Daily News’ announcement of a 
favorable turn in the conflict acted asa mighty 
stimulant. Quotations rose rapidly and busi- 
ness in Russian values, Austrian rentes, and 
in principal banking stock became as lively as 
ever during the last fortnight. Creditactien 
gained seven marks, the Russian loan of 1884 
rose 2 per cent over Friday, and Rus- 
sian bank notes advanced three marks. 
In similar proportions the whole 
line shows advance. We leave the 
week therefore, under much better quotations 
than we did last. These are: Her ultimo”— 
Creditaction 462%. Russian loans of 1880 and 
1884, 8050. Russian banknotes, 199%. Hun- 
garian 4 per cent gold rentes, 76%. German 
bank 144%.

AT VIENNA.

Mr. Gould had oled the street again, 
and but for his teieytam to Commissioner 
Midgley, begging bim to use his best in- 
fluence to get the warring Western 
railroad manayers to ‘patch up a peace he 
might have fooled it longer. As soon as that 
came to light, and Mr. Gould was found to be 
deeply interested in matters to which he had 
been supposed to be quite indifferent, the mas- 
gueradmg was over. It was not Deacon White 
who was holding up ‘Northwest, and the 
strength of Lackawanna was also explained. 
The truth seems. to be: that when Mr. Gould 
went off on his Southern trip be had not sold 
put his line of stocks, as he so successtuliy 
made the street believe} be probably reduced 
it somewhat, but left Mr. Connor in cbarge, 
while Deacon White was put forward as the 
new bull leader.

New Tonk. May 8—3 a. m.—(Special./—A 
dreadful catastrophe occurred early this morn- 
ing, caused by a fire in the tenement-house | 
No, 672 First avenue. The building is an 
ordinary brick structure, five stories high. 
It stands on the east side of First avenue, 
between Thirty-eighth and Thirty-ninth streets, 
m an isolated position, none of the 
surroundings buildings being nearly as tall as 
the fated house. It is twenty-five feet wide 
by sixty, feet, comparatively a new structure, 
and belongs to the: David Jones estate. Con- 
structed tor stores on the ground floor and ac- 
commodations for two families on each of the 
floors above, it sheltered last night eight fam- 
Utes. we sit ’ 

The store on the north side was occupied by 
John Humphreys as a restaurant. He, with 
his wife, child, and servant, lived in apart- 
ments above the restaurant. On the ground 
floor on the south side of the building is the 
erdbeer saloon of Conrad Burge. 

There is only one entrance to the upper 
floors of the house, a narrow stairway ruoning 
up through the centre of the building. Both 
the saloon and the restaurant were closed up 
a short time before midnight. . 

_. THE ALARM. | 

At 12:20 o’clock a patrolman of the Twenty- 
first Precinct, who was passing through Thirty- 
ninth street on patrol, noticed a biaze coming 
from the rear of the tenement-bouse. He ran 
to @the house, rapping with his club on 
the sidewalk, a signal for assistance, as he 
ran. When he reached the front of the house 
he met Patroiman Colgan of the same precinct, 
who had been attracted by the alarm raps and 
was hurrying to his assistance. Graham sent 
Colgan to the fire alarm box at Thirty-eighth 
street and First avenue, and a suimmons was 
sent tnenoe to the fire department. 

The officer entered the hallway and was met 
by a number of the tenants rushing down the 
stairs in their night-clothes. The house was 
apparently filled with a dense smoke, which 
was rushing up the only stairway with the 
rapidity and force of a whirlwind. 

The tenants on the upper floors had little 
chance of escape. The fire had evidently 
started in some manner as yet undetermined 
in the rear of Humphréys’ restaurant. The 
flames burned fiercely, and were accompanied 
by a dense smoke whieh filled the rear of the 
house. ; 


ESCAPE CUT OFF. | 
The terror-stricken tenants were thus cut off 
from the‘ only firé-escapes on the building, 
which were at the rear windows. They could 
not reach them owing to the smoke and 
flames. The narrow étairway was soon 
rendered impassable by the smoke,and some of 
the tenants who did not make their escape dur- 
ing the first rush for the street found their 
way to the front windows, where they screamed 
and shouted for help, which came too late. 
Unfortunately the firemen due at the fire 
on the first alarm were at a fire in the resi- 
dence of C. P. Huntington, No. 65 Park avenue, 
and there was no responee to the call sent out 
from the street box. The operator at fre 
headquarters, finding that the engines were 
away. sent out a third alarm, but the engines 
and firem®n were long in reaching the scene. 
This delay was fatal. It was twenty minutes 
before the first engine reached the burning 
building. By this time the flames had reached 
the third floor and the smoke had done its ter- 


ING THE VICTIMS. — 

The first fireman who attempted to enter the 
building stumbled over the body of Lizzie 
Hurley, 22 years of age. She had bung out of 
one of the third floor windows wasting for 
help and then had jumped to the sidewalk. 
She was dead when picked up, and was carried 
to the liquor-store qt the corner of First ave- 
nue and Thirty-eighth street. 

The firemen on entering the building and 
ascending to the second story stumbled over a 
number of dead persons in the hallway near 
the head of the stairs. Here they found the 
body of John Humphreys, the restaurant-keep- 
er, in whose place the fire started. Besides 
him were found his infant child, 5 months 
old, and bis servant girl, whose nume is not 
known. They were all suffocated. Humphreys 
had his trousers on, but ¢he others were in 
their night-clothes. He was seen coming from 
the restaurant after the discovery of the fire, 
and went up-stairs to the rescue of his family, 

Mrs. Christina Koerner, 48 years of age, was 
found suffocated in her apartments on the fifth 
floor. : 

Further search by the firemen brought them 
in contact with the body of Mrs. Kretchmar, 
a widow 42 years old, who, with her three cnil- 
dren, lived on the fourth floor of the south 
side of the building. 

The six. dead badies taken out of the 
house were carried into the coal office of F. M. 
Orton & Co., No. 668 First avenue, by fre- 
men, and remained there until taken to the 
morgue. | 

All the bystanders were loud in their com- 
plaints about the tardy arrival of the firemen. 
Had their response to the alarm been as 
prompt as usual many lives would equbtiess 
have been saved. '

Tue members of the life-savifg corps and 
other firemen who helped to take the people 
out of the front windows say that had there 
been a fire-escape in front the work could 
have been much more quickly and efficiently 
done. The life-saving corps carried 
ropes with them, and saved a 
number of people by lowering them to the 
ground. Others were carried down the ladders. 


THRILLING SCENES. 

Mrs. Lemberger, who jumped from a fourth- 
story window, made the leap before the fre- 
men reached ber and in spite of the cries of 
the spectators tu wait for help. 

Humphreys’ attempt to awaken and save 
his family was made too late, and after the 
smoke had cleared away the firemen found the 
bodies of Hu reys, a child, a woman, and 
his servant, all lying in their rooms dead. It 
was not known to a certainty whether the dead 
woman was Mrs. Humpbreys or not.

Pauline Koerner, whose mother ,was suffo- 
cated, jumped from the top floor and was badiy 
burt.

CENSUS OF THE OCCUPANTS. 

There were eight families in tne building, two 
on each floor, above the street floor. The first 
flat on the soutn side was occtipied by Conrad 
Burge and his wife, who kept the 

‘immediately below. They 
| escaped unhurt... The floor 
above the Bourges was occupied by a painter 
by the name of Lemberger and his family, 
who had just moved into the puilding. Be- 
sides the painter the family consisted of his 
wife and tour young children. No one seems 
to know what became painter or whetner 
he was in the house time of the fire. 


FOUR CHILDREN THROWN OUT. 


His wife’ became frenziea, threw her four 
ohildren one after another out of the 


southwest corner of First avenue anda Thirty- 
eighth street. The mother struck on the iron 
railing at the entrance to the house and was 
severely injured. No one could tell what be- 
came of the ocher children. | 

Above the painter's family lived a widow, 
Mrs. Kretzmer, and her three children. Mrs. 
Kretzmer, was taken oyt dead, having been 
suffocated. The children were rescued alive, 
but badly injured dy smoke, and one of them 
afterward died in the hospital. 

The top floor on the north side was occupied 
by a man named Herman Roerick, his wif 
and three children, all of whom were saved. 

The first flat on the north side, immediately 
over the oyster saloon, was occupied by the 
housekeeper, her man Lehmpuhl, his wife, and 
one child, a boy. They were all saved. | 

The second flat was occupied by John 
Humphreys, the keeper of the oyster saloon, 
with bis wife, an infant 4 months old, and a 
servant-girl, all of whom were suffocated. 

Above the Humphreys lived George Hurley, 
with his wife, three sons, and one daughter, 
Lizzie: On the top floor lived Jacob Korner, 
his wife, two sons, and three daughters. Mrs. 
Koerner and one of the sons are dead. 

BRAVE DEEDS. 

Assistant Foreman Head of engine No. 5 car- 
ried an apparently lifeless woman down a lad- 
der from the fourth story. When the street 
was reached she breathed. 

Wiitiam Coreoran of No. 37 Hast Fortieth 
street carried out three babies. 

Fireman Dalr mple of Hook & Ladder Com- 
pany No. 4 got up to the fourth floor by means 
of.ascaling-ladder and handed down several 
persons from the front windows to firemen on 
the ladders beiow. Among the rescued persons 
were said to be members ol the Stiner family 
on the third floor. Mr. Stiner, bis wife, and 
tour children were seen at the windows, but it 
was afterwards said that some of them had 
perished. | 

Thrée young men who jumped from the third 
story were saved. ; 

A frame bouse in Prospect. place, near by, 
caught fire at the time, and was allowed to 
burn down, as it was empty.

SUGAR BY ELECTRICITY. 

An entifely new process for refining sugar, 
electricity being the agent employed, is one 
of the latest discoveries. If the half that is 
claimed for it be true it is also one of the 
most important that has been made in the 
last half of this century. ‘The process is said 
to be a dry one throughout, dispensing al- 
together with boiling and the use of bone 
black. Itis claimed that no sirup whatever 
is produced, the whole product being hard 
sugar of nearly if not quite absolute purity— 
namely: 100 per cent cane sugar, per analy- 
sis. ‘This result has been obtained from the 
lowest grades, as Java stroops and second 
quality of beet root, the parcels treated 
ranging all the way from ten pounds to 
over a ton in weight. The refined sugar is 
obtained within four hours from the time 


„* 


| the machinery is set in motion, and the 


process is continuous, the output of refined 
sugar being kept up bo long as the raw ma- 
terial is fed in and the machinery kept in 
motion. The cost of the process is himost 
ridiculously low, being set at not more than 
80 cents pes ton, with a guarantee that the 
loss will not be greater than about one-half 
of 1 wer cent. The cost of the requisit ma- 
chinery, including power and the apparatus 
needed to put the sugar into barrels, and the 
buildings required to inclose the works is 
estimated to be about $100,000 in England 
for an output of 4,000 barrels every twenty- 
four hours. 

Of course these figures do not include, the 
cost of a patent. Indeed, the strangest part 
of the news is to the effect that the invéntion 
has not been patented, tho a company has 
been formed in New York for the purpose of 
starting a set of works—if not of gulling 
the public, The latter part of the idea is not 
suggested in the statement which comes to us 

.in a London paper, but by the fear that the 
news is too good to be true. It it really be 
true the discovery will ere long work a revo- 
lution in our sugar industries that will throw 
into the background the results obtained thru 
long years of cos#ly experimentation by Gov- 
ernment officials and others in the attempt to 
purify sugar. The production of beét-root 
sugar is already so extensive in Europe as to 
supply an almost unlimited quantity of ma- 
terial for purification by the new process, and 
make sugar cheap as well as solving the 
Cuban problem forever. We add that the 
account furnished us does not say whether 
or not the process is adaptable to the sugar 
made from corn by the numerous glucose 
works in this country.

A FIGHT FOR AN OFFICE, 


The Occupant of the Mayor’s Chair at 
Galveston Proposes to Hold It by 
Force ff Necessary. 

GALVESTON, Tex., May 2.—The Mayoralty 
contest between ex-Mayor R. L. Fulton and 
Acting-Mayor Joseph Atkins, which has been 
pending for the last few days before the City 
Council, bas reached a crisis. Contestant Ful- 
ton proved the existence of glaring frafids in 
the returns from the Eleventh Ward. In fact, 
Contestee Atkins was unable to point out a 
single genuine ballot in the Eleventh Ward 
box. The real ballots cast in that ward have 
never been found. The fraudulent Dallots 
were properly numbered, and the count ¢orre- 
sponded with the tally-sheets in every in- 
stance, but over 200 citizens declared under 
oath that the ballots accredited to them were not 
theirs. Upon presentation of tnis Evidence of 
wholesaie frauds, the Council, by a vote of 
9 to 2, unseated Ald. Allen (Demo- 
erat) and seated N. W. Cuney, 4 well- 
known colored politician. When the same 
evidence was presented in the Mayoralty case, 
Contestee Atkins attempted to draw from wit- 
nesses information as to whom they voted for 
in the Eleventh Ward ror Mayor. Contestee 
Fulton objected to this on the ground that such 
evidence would be holding an election at a 
time, place, and in a manner not provided for by 
law. The Council sustained the objection, 
whereupon Mr. Atkins, through his attorneys, 
withdrew from the contest, announcing Mat he 
would hold the office of Mayor pending the de- 
cision of a more learned tribunal. Last night 
Mr. Atkins summarily discharged nearly the

_ Lowpon, May 3.—[Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune. ]— There is a notable im- 
provement n the health of Queen Victoria 
since her return from Aix Les Bains and 
Darmstadt.

17 A RHETORICAL RPEDO. 

A profound sensation has been caused in and 
around the War Office by the explosion of a 
rhetorical torpedo in the Fortnightly Review, 
which publishes an article by Mr. Cnarles 
Williams, Soudan correspondent of the Chron- 
tole, substantially proving the iucompetency ot 
Sit Charles Wilson and the virtual manslaugb- 
tet of Gordon by his negligence. Mr. Will- 
jams’ story, fortified by data of his own ob- 
servation, is that Sir Charles Wilson, 
an officer of engeers, never hayimg had 
command, but strong jn influence at 
the Horse Gurds, was under Stewart, 
who fell at <Abu-Klea. By a sheer 
technical accident Lord Wolseley in his general 
orders not having named a second in com- 
mand, the direction to make a further march 
on Khartoum came to Sir Charies Wiison.

Friday came and wentin the 
same simiess fashion; but Friday night it was 
given out that the steamers would certainiy 
start in the morumg.“ Saturday morning 
came, but Sir Charles Wilson did not start. It 
was high noon Saturday before he went—sixty- 
nine hours after be had been urged to start by 
Khasin El Nus. When be did go at noon Sat- 
urday Sir Charies Wilson insisted on stopping 
for the nigbt just above the camp, under the 
plea of wooding the vesseis, which were then 
crammed with wood enough for many days’ 
steaming. Gordon perished Monday, 
the th. Wilson near Kbar- 
tonum Wednesday, the 28th. Leaving 
the morning of the 25th, be was three days on 
the way. Had be started when urged by Gor- 
don’s deputy, the 2lst, he would have reached 
Khartoum Saturday, the 24th, or at most Sun- 
day, the 25th, andin time to relieve Gordon. 
Mr. Wil.iams shows that Sir Charles Wiison’s 
orders were peremptory to proceed at once. 
Even when getting near Kbartoum he made no 
effort to learn the whys and wherefores or to 
ascertain the fate of Gordon. Mr. Williams’ 
article is tantamount to allegations of coward- 
ice. The matter is to be brought up in Pariia- 
ment in a day or two, with the probabilities of 
a court-martial. Lord Charles Beresford and 
many blue-jackets are willing to be witnesses.

The lectures are 
deemed necessary because of the niggard- 
ly subscriptions obtained in, America for 
the detense. It is believed here that the small 
ness of the donations in America, where here- 
tofore Irishmen have been remarkably gen- 
erous in all such cases as the present, is due to 
a belief on the part of Irish-Americans that 
Burton has been prevailed upon to turn in-. 
former and bas already been coached as to the 
evidence he is expected to give at the trial, 
which is to take place May 11, Rumors to the 
effect that the crown would use Burton as a 
witness to secure the conviction of Cunningham 
have been current in London for several weeks 
past, and are probably true, judging from the 
oficial precautions which have been taken to 
prevent Cunningham or any of his friends 
from hava any communication with Burton. 
Special care has also been taken to keep, the 
prisoners from commg together in the court 
during the trial. Selected and well-armed con- 
stables have been detailed to guard them with- 
in precincts of the court, the Crown Prosecutor 
baving intimated that Cunningham would 


probably attempt to assault Burton while in 


the dock unless means were taken to 
prevent such an outrage. The lawyer 
alleged that be had learned that 
Cunningbam had stated to a fellow-prisoner 
that be suspected Burton would be used ag a 
witness against him. The general opinion 
among the English people is that the Govern- 
ment has secured enough evidence to convict 
both men. This opinion is, however, based on 
the assertions repeatedly made by Mr. Poland, 
Crown Solicitor, during the preliminary exam- 
inations. Many persons, in view of the same 
assertions, think it rather strange that the 
Government should at this late date accept 
Burton as an intormer. :

candidates. Mr. Parnell proposes the perma- 
nent establishment of an election fund for the 
benefit of league Parliamentary campaigns. 
A league manifesto on this sébject will proba- 
bly be issued on the eve of election. 

The Government bas decided to postpone 
making any decision as to the revival of the 
Crimes act in Ireland. If the Queen concludes 
to make a visit to Ireland this autumn, as she 
now contemplates doing, it is \more than 
probable that the proposition ‘to revive 
the Crimes act will be dropped, or else 
modified, with much noise, in order 
to deveiop a feeling of welcome among the 
Irish people toward ber Majesty. The author- 
ities of Dublin Castie report that the condition 
of Ireland indicates the growtu of a tendency 
to better order and the gradual diminution of 
the number of secret societies among the Irish 
people, 

It ia stated that since the conference at 
Rome ot Irish prelates there has been perfected 
in Ireland a ufiion between the Catholic Bish- 
ops and the leaders of the Nauonal party. 
The consimmation of ttis union, it is 
said, was preceded by several conferences 
between Mr. Parnell and the leaders among 
the olerical body. One outcome of these eon- 
ferences and this union has been the drafting 
of a series of resolutions stating, among the 
claims of Ireland, one to a State endowment 
for a higher edueation of the people, The 
custody of these resolutions has been intrust- 
ed to Mr. Parneil, who will base upon them 
the introduction of a bill in ‘Parliament de- 
signed to ure the claim. 

A movement has been started in Dublin to 
purchase by popular subscription a royal resi- 
dence in Ireland. It is thought dy the organ- 
lers of this movement that the royal presence 
in Ireland, during a part of the year at least, 
would go far toward uprooting the Nationalist 
sentiment, which, itis feared, is taking too 
strong a hold upon the people. 

REPUBLICANISM SPREADING IN SPAIN. 

The Spanish Government is becoming 
alarmed over the spread of the propaganda of 
republicanism as preached by Sefior Ruis 
Zorilla from his retuge in London. The most 
serious feature of the situation is that every 
section of the Liberal party is gravitating 
towards Zorillaism. The Spanish Tories are 
entreating the Government to destroy so dan- 
gerous a coaliuon which would threaten the 
very existence of dynastic government ia 
Spain. The Tories would have the Govern- 
ment repress’ the Zorillists with a stern hand, 
and at the game time woo the Liberals back to 
fealty by real or apparent concessions.

right, but, for the firat time since hig arrest, he 
betrayed a lack of fluency in his answers. 
the first time, also, he began to av 
of a trick whioh is not unknown to unwilling 
witnesses on the stand, His memory failed him 
uadenly, and when an awkward question was 
ressed bome he took refuge in a dubious 
‘non recordo” (I don’t recollect), and shook 
his head as if he failed to understand. 

But Caruso went on with bie story, He said 
that, not once merely, but several times, his 
brother bad invoked Russo's aid in the trans- 
mission of money home; that Russo was fa- 
miliar with all bis brother's affairs, and, in 
short, the relations between the two amounted 
to an intimacy. In view of these statements 
it wes. thought more desirable than ever that 
Russo should be kept in custody, and he was 
accordingly taken back to his cell.

To 
carry out this suggestion the Legislative 
Committee was instructed to get up 4 
public mase-meeting tor Thursday evening of 
next week in which the prison-labor question 
is to be discussed, A letter was read from 
Representative McNally requesting the opin- 
ion of the assembly on a bill pushed by hin in 
the House which provides that all goods manu- 
factured in penal institutions shall not be ex- 
posed for sale in this State unless marked or 
stamped so as to show where they were made. 
There was great difference of opinion over this 
bill, Cameron and other advocates of prigon- 
labor reform holding that the purpose of the 
bill was simply to defeat the prison-labor bill 
introduced by request of the labor unions, but 
it was finally indorsed by a vote of 14 to 18. 
Then the troubles in the bridewell were dis- 
cussed, and the management of that institu- 
tion was severely denounced. It was resolved 
to have the Legislative Committee Make a 
thorough investigation of the bridewell busi- 

ness and have the latter ventilated in the pro- 
—.4. mass- meeting. 

It was also resoived to ask the employés of 
the city to consider the first Monday in Sep- 
tember a general holiday, as requested by the 
National Convention of Organized Labor in its 
meeting October last in Chicago. A committee 
was instructed to issue an appeal to ali labor 
organizations to join in a grand picnic to be 
beid that day in Ogden’s Grove. 

The Committee on Abuses reported its efforts 
to bring about the discharge from city empioy- 
ment of all non-union bricklayers, which prom- 
ised to be successful, and also reported that 
their request that none buf practical and com- 
petent men be employed to superintend the 
construction of sewers had been favorably re- 
ceived by Commisstoner Cregier. 

George Schilling called attention to the fact 
that the oath taken by militiamen prevented 
their being members of any labor organiza- 
tion. The Committee on Abuses was instructed 
to iook into this matter.
